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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS' 

Under article 297 of the Constitution, all lands, minerals and other 
things of value underlying the ocean within the territorial waters or 
the continental shelf of India vest in the Union to be held for the 
purposes of the L'nion. India has sovereign rights over the resources of 
the exclusive economic zone and is entitled to exercise jurisdiction in 
r'espect of certain other matters. It is proposed to amend article 297 of 
the Constitution so as to provide* that all lands, minerals and other things 
of value underlying the ocean within the exclusive economic zone of 
India and all other resources of the exclusive economic zone of India shall 
also vest In the Union and be held for the purposes of the Union. At 
present, the limits of territorial waters and the continental shelf are 
determined by Proclamation issued by the President. It is proposed that 
the limits of the territorial waters, the continental shelf, the exclusive 
economic zone and the maritime zones of India shall be as specified from 
time to time: by or under law made by Parliament. 

2- Recourse was had in the past to the Ninth Schedule whenever it 
was found that progressive legislation conceived in the interest of the 
public was imperilled by litigation. Certain State legislations relating 
to land reforms and ceiling on agricultural land holdings have already 
been included in the Ninth Schedule. Certain amendments made to 
these legislations also require protection of the provisions of article 31B 
inasmuch as in many cases such enactments have been challenged in 
courts and courts have granted interim reliefs which has hampered the 
implementation of the national land reform policy. 

3. Besides these Acts relating to land reforms certain State enactments 
relating to private forests require protection of article 31B as these 
enactments are progressive and beneficial pieces of legislation intended 
to end the monopoly of vested interests and forest contractors. Some 
of such legislations have been challenged in courts and as the courts have 
granted interim reliefs staying the operation of these enactments, the 
State Governments have not been able to implement these legislations. 

4. Certain Central laws like the Smugglers and Fordign Exchange 
Manipulators (Forfeiture of Property) Act, 1976, the Urban Land (Ceiling 
and Regulation) Act, 1976, the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 and 
certain provisions of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 requird protection of 
article 31B. If these legislations are allowed to be challenged in courts 
of law thereby delaying the implementation of, these laws, the very 
purpose of enacting these laws would be frustrated and the national 
economy may be severely affected. Thdse and other important and 
special enactments which it is considered necessary should have the 
constitutional protection are proposed to bd included in the Ninth 
Schedule. 

5. The Bill seeks to give effect to the above objects.

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Bill No. 59 of 1976 

A Bill to provide for the inclusion in, and the exclusion from, the lists of 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes, of certain castes and tribes, 
for the re-adjustment of representation of parliamentary and assembly 
constituencies in so far as such re-adjustment is necessitated by such 
inclusion or exclusion and for matters connected therewith. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: — 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes Orders (Amendment) Act, 1976. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “census authority” means the Registrar General and ex 
officio Census Commissioner for India; 

(b) “Commission” means the Election Commission appointed by 
the President under article 324 of the Constitution; 

(c) “Delimitation Act” means the Delimitation Act, 1972; 

(d) “Delimitation Commission” means the Delimitation Commis¬ 
sion constituted under section 3 of the Delimitation Act; 

(e) “last census” means the census held in India in 1971;

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(/) “Scheduled Castes Order" means the Constitution (Sche¬ 
duled Castes) Order, 1950, made by the President under article 341 
of the Constitution; 

( g ) “Scheduled Tribes Orders" means the Constitution (Sche¬ 
duled Tribes) Order, 1950 and the Constitution (Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1959, made by the Presi¬ 
dent under article 342 of the Constitution; 

( h ) “State” means such State included in the Scheduled Castes 
Order and the Scheduled Tribes Orders, and includes the Union 
territory of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands; 

3. The Scheduled Castes Order is hereby amended in the manner and 
to the extent specified in the First Schedule. 


4. The Scheduled Tribes Orders are hereby amended in the manner 
and to the extent specified in the Second Schedule. 


5. (1) As soon as may be after the commencement of this Act, the 
population as at the last census of the Scheduled Castes or, as the case 
may be, of the Scheduled Tribes, in each State shall be ascertained or 
estimated by the census authority. 

(2) Where by reason of the amendments made by section 3 or 
section 4— 

(a) any locality in a State specified in relation to any caste or 
tribe in any of the parts of the Schedules to the orders referred to 
in the said sections is varied so as to specify a larger area In 
relation to such caste or tribe, the census authority shall take 
into account the population figures of the caste or tribe as ascertained 
in the last census and in any previous census wherein the population 
figures of the caste or tribe in respect of the increased area had 
been ascertained and determine the population of that caste or tribe 
as on the 1st day of April, 1971 by increasing or decreasing such 
figures by the proportion in which the general population of the State 
or, as the case may be, the division, district, taluk, tahsil, police 
station, development block or other territorial division in relation 
to which such caste or tribe has been specified by the said amend¬ 
ments has increased or decreased between the previous census 
aforesaid and the last census; 

(b) any caste or tribe which is deemed to be both a Scheduled 
Caste and Scheduled Tribe in relation to a State or part thereof is 
varied so as to specify such caste or tribe only as a Scheduled Caste 
or Scheduled Tribe in relation to that State or part, the census 
authority shall take into account the population figures of such 
Scheduled Caste and Scheduled Tribe as ascertained in the last 
census: 

Provided that it shall not be necessary for the census authority to 
determine the population of any Scheduled Caste or Tribe as on the 
1st day of April, 1971, if the population of that caste or tribe was not 
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ascertained at the last census and in any of the previous censuses and 
is, in the opinion of that authority, numerically small. 

Explanation.—Where the population figures of any caste or tribe in. 
respect of any increased area referred to in clause (ja) had been ascer¬ 
tained in more than one previous census, the census authority shall 
take into account, for the purposes of that clause, the population figures 
of such caste or tribe as ascertained in the previous census which is 
nearest in point of time to the last census. 


(3) The population figures ascertained or determined under sub¬ 
section (2) shall be notified by the census authority in the Gazette of 
India. 


(4) The population figures so notified shall be taken to be the rele¬ 
vant population figures as ascertained at the last census and shall 
supersede any figures previously published; and the figures so notified 
shall be final and shall not be called in question in any court. 


6. (1) After the population figures have been notified for any State 
under section 5, it shall he the duty of th e Commission to make such 
amendments as may be necessary without altering the extent of iany 
constituency as determined by the Delimitation Commission— 

(a) in any order made by the Delimitation Commission under 
clause (a) or, as the case may be, under clause (b) of section 8 of 
the Delimitation Act having regard to the provisions of articles 81, 
170, 330 and 332 of the Constitution, of section 8 of the Delimitation 
Act, and of this Act; and 

(b) in any order made by that Commission under section 9 of 
the said Act, 

for the purpose of giving proper representation to the Scheduled Castes 
or, as the case may be, to the Scheduled Tribes of that State on the 
basis of the number of reserved seats as specified in any order under 
clause (a), or, as the case may be, under clause (b) of section 8 of the 
Delimitation Act as hereunder amended by the Commission. 

(2) In making any amendments in any order made under section 9 
of the Delimitation Act, the Commission shall, as far as may be neces¬ 
sary, have regard to the provisions of clauses (Ic) and (d) of sub-section 
( 1 ) of that section. 

(3) The Commission shall— 

(a) publish its proposals for the amendments in the Gazette 
of India and the Official Gazette of the State concerned and also in 
such other manner as it thinks fit; 

(b) specify a date on or after which such proposals will be 
further considered by it; 
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(c) consider all objections and suggestions which may have 
been received by it before the date so specified; and 

(d) thereafter make the necessary amendments in the order. 

7. (1) In the discharge of its functions under this Act, the Commis¬ 
sion shall determine its own procedure and shall have all the powers of 
a civil court under the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908, while trying a suit 
in respect of the following matters, namely: — 

(a) summoning and enforcing the attendance of witnesses; 
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(b) requiring the production of any document; and 

(c) requisitioning any public record from any court or office. 


(2) The Commission shall have the power to require any person to 
furnish any information on such points or matters as, in the opinion of 
the Commission, may be useful for, or relevant to, any matter under the 
consideration of the Commission. 


(3) The Commission shall be deemed to be a civil court for the 
2 of 1974 purposes of sections 345 and 346 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 
1973. 

Explanation.—For the purpose of enforcing the attendance of wit¬ 
nesses, the local limits of the jurisdiction of thd Commission shall be the 
limits of the territory of India. 


8. (1) The Commission shall cause the amendments made by it in Publica, 
each of the orders made by the Delimitation; Commission under section hon of 
8 or under section 9 of the Delimitation Act, to be published in the 
Gazette of India and in the Official Gazettes of the States concerned. 

(2) Upon publication in the Gazette of India, every such amend¬ 
ment shall have the force of law and shall not be called in question in

(a) correct any printing mistake in any of the orders made by 
the Delimitation Commission under section 9 of the Delimitation 
Act, and amended under this Act, or any error occurring therein 
from any inadvertent slip or omission; and 


(b) where the boundaries or the name of any district or any 
territorial division mentioned in any of the said orders are or is 
altered, make such amendments as appear to it to be necessary or 
expedient for bringing the orders up-to-date. 


(2) Every notification under this section shall be laid, as soon as 
may be after it is issued, before the House of the People and the Legis¬ 
lative Assembly of the State concerned. 
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10. All things done, and all steps taken, before the commencement 
of this Act by the census authority for the determination of population 
of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes, or by the Commission for 
the purpose of readjustment of constituencies shall, in so far as 
they are in conformity with the provisions of this Act, be deemed to 
have been done or taken under these provisions as if such provisions 
were in force at the time such things were dong or such steps were 
taken.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

Under the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes Orders some com¬ 
munities have been specified as Scheduled Castes or as Scheduled Tribes 
only in certain areas of the State concerned and not in respect of the 
whole State. This has been causing difficulties to members of these com¬ 
munities in the areas where they have not been so specified. The present 
Bill generally seeks to remove these area restrictions. However, in cases 
where continuance of such restrictions were specifically recommended by 
the Joint Committee on the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
Orders (Amendment) Bill, 1967, no change is being effected. The Com¬ 
mittee had also recommended exclusion of certain communities from the 
lists of Scheduled Costes and Scheduled Tribes. These exclusions are not 
being made at present and such communities are being retained in the 
lists with the present area restrictions. Such of the communities in 
respect of which the Joint Committee had recommended exclusion on 
the ground that they were not found in a State are, however, being ex¬ 
cluded if there were no returns in respect of these communities in the 
censuses of 1961 and 1971. 

2. The proposed amendments in the lists of Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes may lead to an increase in the population of these 
Castes and Tribes, and consequently, in the number of reserved seats in 
the Lok Sabha and certain State Legislative Assemblies. Provisions have 
therefore been made in the Bill to empower the census authority to re- 
estimate the population of the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled 
Tribes, and the Election Commission to re-allocate the reserved consti¬ 
tuencies.

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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 

Claute 5 of the Bill empowers the census authority to re-estimate the 
population of the Scheduled Castes, or as the case may be, of the Sche¬ 
duled Tribes in each State, while clause 6 of the Bill makes a provision 
for the re-adjustment of reserved constituencies by the Election Commis¬ 
sion. The re-estimation of population and the re-adjustment of reserved 
constituencies will entail expenditure out of the Consolidated Fund of 
India. It is estimated that the expenditure involved will be of the order 
of Rs. 5 lakhs (non-recurring) during the year 1976-77. There will be 
no recurring expenditure.
